The« recent heat wave in England, 
naturally, enough, provided the subject 
for many newspaper articles.” A writer 
in the Western Morning News says: . 


We hear a good deal about the ‘ call]

out there: Itis a preposterous delusion, 
a mental glamour of sunshine and gorge- 
ousness. » The average Englishman, when 
he gets out to the East, is very. soon 
sensible of the call of the West. Meteoro- 
logical variations are often very trying, 
but nothing in this category is 30 trying 
xs, the endless monotony of unbroken 
blue ‘and brassy glare. In torrid lands 
people are ruled. by the sun, " Their 
whole mode of living is governed. by 
the necessity to evade the ultra-violet 
rays, which will’ strike through o canvas 
tent and inflict sunstroke os easily as a 
hornet will dart through a wisp of 
smoke. On balance,” although we often 
fail to. realize it, we are distinctly better 
of in England. Even “the Zoroastrians 
who worship the sun are very careful to 
eep out of the glare of its respons 
effulgence. Jonathan Swift said ‘that 
““Tt is always too hot. or too cold, but 
the Almighty°so ordains it that it ,is 
all the same at. the end of the year.’ 


This is a flash of brilliant sophistry, for” 


the‘end of the year has to‘be reached, 
and sunatroke or pneumonia may render 
it anything but “all the same.” During 
the past few days“the sun has given us 
reason to be thankful that his outbursts 
of prodigality are at least of bounded 
duration. It is oné of those popular de- 
lusions which continue to exist because 
nobody takes the trouble to contradict 
them, that heat in England is different 
from the heat in terrid:lands and people 
“feel it more.” They feel it more simply 
because they are so unaccustomed to it,
